5pa r ks from Y r - Mark 


I hope everyone in the parish had an experience of the three disciplines of 
Lent: prayer, fasting and almsgiving. We began our 40 day Lenten trek into 
the desert with this opening prayer at our Ash Wednesday liturgy. "Lord, 
protect us in our struggle against evil. As we begin the discipline of Lent, 
make this day holy by our self-denial. And in the Lenten Preface I, in our 
liturgy we hear, "Each year you give us this joyful season when we prepare to 
celebrate the Paschal mystery with mind and heart renewed. You give us a 
spirit of loving reverence for your Father, and of willing service to our 
neighbor. As we recall the great events they gave us new life in Christ, you 
bring the image of your Son to perfection within us." 

Theses prayers remind us of how important the discipline of prayer, fasting 
and almsgiving is in our Lenten journey. A journey that in the end should lead 
us right into Easter joy, as our opening prayer for Easter Sunday reminds us. 
"God our father. Creator of all, today is the day of Easter joy. This is the 
morning on which the Lord appeared to all who had begun to lose hope and 
open their eyes to what the Scriptures foretold: that first he must die, and then 
he would rise and ascend into his Father's glorious presence. May the risen 
Lord breathe on our minds and open our eyes that we may know him in the 
breaking of the bread, and follow him in his risen life." 

This theme of Easter joy is carried out through in the Prefaces Easter. 

Easter I: "We praise you with greater joy than ever on this Easter day when 
Christ became our Paschal sacrifice. He is the true lamb who took away the 
sins of the world. By dying he destroyed our death; by rising he restored our 
life. The joy of the resurrection renews the whole world." 

Easter II: "We praise you with greater joy than ever and this Easter season, 
when Christ became our Paschal sacrifice. He has made us children of the 
light, rising to new and everlasting life. He has opened the gates of heaven to 
receive his faithful people. His death is our ransom from death; his 
resurrection is our rising to life. The joy of the resurrection renews the whole 
world." 

Easter IV: "We praise you with greater joy than ever and this Easter season, 
when Christ became our Paschal sacrifice. In him a new age has dawned, and 
the long reign of sin is ended, a broken world has been renewed and we are 
once again made whole. The joy of the resurrection renews the whole world." 
As we approach this Easter season, may we all challenge ourselves and one 
another to be Easter joy to our world. I encourage you throughout this Easter 
season to pray and reflect on these prayers that remind us of living lives that 
are joy filled.

Spring Update 

Fellowship of Catholic University Students 
Greetings from your FOCUS missionary! The last time I 
wrote, I told you about our east coast FOCUS Conference. 
In January, an estimated 1,300 students from 15 
universities attended the conference in Baltimore. During 
the weekend, students were challenged to truly examine 
what it means to be a Christian and the impact that this 
Call has upon their lives. We took 73 students from 
Mount St. Mary's University to this powerful weekend! 

Now, it is spring and I am pleased 
to say that the Lord has blessed 
our efforts at Mount St. Mary's. It 
has been very exciting to see the 
student community grow and start 
to take initiative over their 
ministry on campus. We currently 
have 28 students participating in 
student leadership who are 
working toward bringing the Joy of 
Christ's love to their peers. The 
juniors and seniors recently had a 
"lower room," which is a play on our large group event 
called "upper room." During this meeting, they discussed 
what they needed in terms of prayer, training, and 
accountability to be even more effective in their efforts to 
reach out to other students. The discussion was very 
fruitful and gave zeal to the student leaders and our four- 
member FOCUS team as we continue to guide them 
further into the ministry of evangelization. 

Only four short weeks of classes are left at the Mount. 
With the end of the school year come FOCUS assignments 
for next year. I am excited to announce that I will be 
staying with FOCUS as team director. It has been a 
blessing to serve at the Mount during the past two years, 
the first year as a missionary and this year as team 
director. My time at the Mount has contributed 
immensely to my own growth in Holiness, for which I will 
be forever thankful. Flowever, soon it will be a new 
season. Next year, I will move to my new assignment at 
Temple University in Philadelphia. The environment at 
Temple is drastically different from the Mount. The 
40,000 student university will be quite the challenge, but I 
am confident and excited that the Lord is calling me to 
serve His students in "Philly." 

I sincerely thank you for your support and prayers. It is 
you that make this mission possible. Please continue to 
pray for my team members and me as we strive to reach 
college students and invite them into a growing 
relationship with Jesus Christ and the Catholic faith.

■ They put him to death by hanging him on a tree. 

This man God raised on the third day (Acts 
10:39b,40a) 

■ The stone which the builders rejected has become 
the cornerstone. (Psalm 118:22)

Reflection

The dedication to the suffering Christ is contrary to 
our sensibilities today; it seems unhealthy and 
distasteful. We think of it as a medieval devotion that 
is unsuitable for our lives. Yet Francis never limited 
the meaning of the cross to suffering. The Cross 
represents a vision of the world redeemed; in other 
words we enter into Christ's suffering so we can 
realize the power of resurrection, particularly in a 
wounded world through which Christ still suffers. 1
